What can be ſaid in. ſo horrid a Caſe ? 


I am loth to ſf of theſe Things, what 
really they extort almoſt from any Body ; . 
But I crave leave 10 tell you 4 Story, There 
was q certain Perſon, in a Place well known, - 
or the Story can be prov'd, projecuted for 
Blaſphemy, which in 2 Neighbouring Coun- : 
try, you may note, is puniſh'd with Death. 
*Twould make ſad Work with us, by the way, 
if it were ſo bere— This horrid Wretch 
had ridicul'd the Being of a God, made - 
Balads on the Trinity, and the Incarnation -

Naw pray, Gentlemen, would you count 
It any Tnjuftice to bang ſuch a Fellow, 
wich all thete ſolemn Aﬀeverations about his 
Neck ? Would any Court of Juftice but 
think themſclves bavter'd by the inſolent 
Criminal, and treat him accordingly ? For
